New Baptismal Font 

At the Children’s Day Service 
in the Free Church last Sunday 
the Baptismal Font given by the 
Helping Hand Society was dedi- 
cated and used for the first time. 
This font had been presented to the 
church last April when the church 
and furnishings were re-dedicated 
following the church fire. At the 
service last Sunday. Rey. Herman 
C. Johnson spoke a few words 
about the Font, describing its his- 
toric and artistic significance. It 
consists of a plain wooden table 
on which rests a silver christening 
basin. The basin is of great in- 
terest because of the fact that it is 
an exact copy of a christening 
basin designed by the famous pa- 
triot and metal worker, Paul 
Revere. The original Paul Revere 
basin resides in King’s Chapel in 
Boston. 

The Free Church basin was 
made by a silversmith in Boston 
named George C. Gebelein. Mr. 
Gebelein is considered one of the 
outstanding silversmiths in this 
country today. He designed the 
tea and coffee services for the U.S. 
S. Lexington; and communion 
services for William and Mary 
College, West Point Military Acad- 
emy and Phillips Academy in An- 
dover. He is one of the successors 
of the Colonial silversmiths and is 
known the world over for his fine 
work. One of his creations is pic- 
tured in the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica article on “Silver” as being 
representative of some of the fin- 
est modern work in hand-wrought 
silver.
